Walhalla,  S.  C,  October  13,  1886? 

The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  South  Carolina  con- 
vened in  St.  John's  Church,  Walhalla,  S.  C,  October  13, 1886, 
and  began  the  exercises  of  the  Sixty-Second  Annual  Session. 

The  Synodical  Sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  E.  A.  Wing- 
ard,  retiring  President,  from  Neh.  4:17.

To  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  South  Carolina : 

Fathers  and  Brethren  :  Grace  be  unto  you  and  Peace 
through  oar  Lord  Jesus  Christ  !  Under  the  gracious  guidance  of 
our  God,  we  have  been  permitted  again  to  assemble  in  Synodical 
Convention.  Through  another  year  His  power  has  led  and  pre- 
served us — a  year  fraught  with  sore  troubles  and  arduous  labors  to 
many  of  us  and  whose  outlook  is  not  as  bright  as  we  could  wish. 
But  as  His  word  has  declared,  "Cast  not  away  your  confidence 
which  hath  great  recompense  of  reward.  Ye  have  need  of  patience 
that  after  ye  have  done  the  will  of  God,  ye  may  inherit  the  prom- 
ises." Giving  Him  thanks  for  the  blessings  of  the  past  and  trusting 
him  for  the  future,  let  us  in  His  strength  perform  the  duties  of  the 
present.  With  a  consuming  zeal  for  the  house  of  the  Lord,  a  love 
which  never  tires,  a  steadfastness  which  never  turns  aside  from  the 
truth  to  the  right  hand  or  to  the  left,  a  forbearance  which  will  not 
trample  the  slightest  blade  of  God's  harvest,  an  activity  ready  to 
sacrifice  all,  and  a  patience  which  can  wait  for  the  Lord,  let  us 
work  and  pray.

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Accessions—  Rev.  E.  E.  Barclay,  from  the  Miami  Synod,  Rev.  C.  A. 
Marks,  from  the  Synod  of  South-West  Virginia,  Rev.  J .  E.  Berley, 
from  the  Pennsylvania  Synod,  and  Rev.  Prof.  J.  B.  Fox,  from  the 
Holston  Synod,  having  accepted  work  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Synod,  and  presented  their  letters  of  dismissal,  their  names  have 
been  entered  on  our  roll. 

Rev.  E.  E.  Barclay  having  been  received  as  a  licentiate  from  the 
Miami  Synod  and  the  term  of  his  license  having  expired,  it  becomes 
cessary  for  him  to  make  application  for  regular  ordination  during 
ur  present  convention. 

'Rev.  Edwin  Abiel  Bolles,  Chaplain  of  the  State  Asylum  for  the 
sane,  has  sent  me  for  transmission  to  your  body  : 
dst.  A  statement  of  his  official  work  in  that  institution, 
rid.  A  vote  of  thanks  for  the  presentation  of  a  gift  from  Synod 
ough  Dr.  Hawkins  in  commemoration  of  the  50th  anniversary 
th  of  his  ministerial  and  married  life. 

3d.  A  narrative  of  the  pastoral  work  performed  by  him  for  the 
congregation  in  Columbia  during  the  absence  of  their  pastor. 

4th.  A  petition  to  Synod  to  be  excused  from  attendance  at  its 
present  session. 

1  submit  these  papers  with  his  request  that  the  report  of  his  work 
in  the  Asylum  be  engrossed  on  the  pages  of  your  minutes. 

Rev.  J.  H.  Honour,  D.  D.}  one  of  our  most  venerable  and  vene- 
rated fathers,  having  departed  this  life,  suitable  action  should  be 
taken  relative  to  his  death  ;  and  in  this  connection  it  would  not  be 
inappropriate  to  consider  also  the  loss  we  have  sustained  in  the  de- 
cease of  one  who,  though  not  a  minister,  was  truly  efficient  among 
us.    I  refer  to  Capt.  Geo.  S.  Hacker. 

CHURCHES. 

Installations.— -Rev.  A.  B.  McMackin  was  installed  as  pastor  of 
Luther  Chapel  Church,  Newberry,  S.  C,  Nov.  29th,  1885,  by  Revs. 
Dr.  Hawkins  and  G.  W.  Holland. 

Rev.  C.  A.  Marks  was  installed  as  pastor  of  Grace  Church,  Pros- 
perity, on  the  3d  Sunday  in  May,  and  Rev.  J.  E.  Berley  as  pastor 
of  Pastorate  No.  9  on  the  3d  Sunday  of  September,  Rev.  J.  Haw- 
kins, D.  D.,  and  Rev.  J.  A.  Sligh  performing  the  respective  installa- 
tion services. 

Dedication. — On  the  29th  of  November,  1885,  the  church  of  St. 
David's  in  Rev.  B.  Kreps1  charge  was  re-dedicated,  Rev.  S.  S.  Rahn 
preaching  the  dedication  sermon. 

On  the  4th  Sunday  in  September,  1886,  Mt.  Pisgah  Church  in 
Lexington  County  was  dedicated.  Dedication  sermon  by  Rev.  L.  E. 
Busby. 

Our  churches  in  Charleston  having  suffered  severely  in  the  recent 
earthquake,  and  being  materially  crippled  in  their  resources,  are 
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most  earnestly  commended  to  your  sympathy.  Synod  should,  if 
possible,  devise  means  to  give  them  substantial  aid. 

Our  congregations  in  general  have  experienced  refreshing  seasons 
of  Divine  grace  ;  but,  at  the  same  time,  have  suffered  seriously  from 
disastrous  failures  in  the  crops  of  this  year,  and  to  this  due  regard 
should  be  had  in  your  financial  legislation. 

MISSIONS. 

Never  perhaps  in  the  history  of  our  Synod  has  there  been  mores, 
need  for  prudent,  judicious  action  in  regard  to  mission  work  th 
now. 

The  Augusta  Mission  with  its  present  hard-attained  acquisit 
and  its  hopeful  outlook  must  receive  your  continued  support, 
failure  here  would  entail  most  serious  results.    I  trust  that  the 
port  of  the  Executive  Committee  will  give  such  information 
advice  as  will  lead  to  right  action  in  this  important  matter. 

Orangeburg  with  its  struggling  band  cries  loudly  for  assista 
and  those  of  our  household  pray  you  to  make  some  provision  for 
breaking  to  them  the  Bread  of  Life.  I  submit  for  your  considera- 
tion the  earnest  petition  of  their  council  and  recommend  that  the 
needed  aid  be  given  them. 

Early  Branch  since  the  resignation  of  Rev.  J.  Kizer  has  been 
without  any  pastoral  ministrations,  and  our  members  there  will  all 
soon  be  lost  to  the  church  of  their  fathers  unless  some  care  be  taken 
of  them. 

Our  foreign  mission  work  owes  much  of  its  success  to  the  Wo- 
man's Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  and  has  been  prose- 
cuted so  well  that  we  can  have  no  fears  as  to  the  continued  support 
of  our  devoted  and  efficient  missionary  in  India,  Rev.  W.  P.  Svvartz. 
Our  sympathy  and  regard  for  this  brother  in  his  far  off  field  of  la- 
bor should  be  manifested  by  appropriate  synodical  action. 

EDUCATIONAL  INSTITUTIONS. 

The  present  condition  both  of  Newberry  College  and  our  Theo- 
logical Seminary  demand  your  most  serious  consideration.  While 
the  management  of  these  institutions  has  been  everything  that  we 
could  expect  from  our  trusted  teachers,  yet  the  patronage  has  been 
inadequate,  even  with  the  entire  income  of  our  funds,  to  make  good 
their  salaries.  How  to  meet  such  contingencies  in  the  coming  year, 
with  a  depleted  synodical  treasury  and  the  urgent  mission  claims 
now  upon  us,  is  a  question  which  cannot  be  too  carefully  consid- 
ered. They  constitute  such  important  factors  in  oifr  synodical  and 
church  life  that  the  question  of  their  being  sustained  should  be 
above  all  discussion.  As  to  the  how  of  their  well-being  it  is  for  your 
wisdom  under  the  guidance  of  the  Spirit  to  decide.  Steps  should 
be  taken  to  erect  comfortable  cottages  on  the  college  grounds,  as 
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residences  for  the  professors,  obviating  the  expense  incurred  by 
them  for  rent.  In  this  connection  it  would  be  well  for  your  body 
to  see  what  inducements  could  be  offered  for  securing  the  location 
of  the  seminary  of  the  United  Synod  at  Newberry. 

Inasmuch  also  as  both  college  and  seminary  are  practically  one 
institution,  it  would  be  well  to  place  both  under  the  control  of  a 
joint  board,  doing  away  with  the  manifest  difficulties  of  running 
them  under  the  management  of  two  distinct  boards. 

TREASURERS. 

n  view  of  the  difficulty  we  have  experienced  in  retaining  the 
teasurers  of  our  college  and  seminary  funds  under  the  existing  ar- 
ngements,  I  would  advise: 

*t.  That  both  funds  be  put  into  the  hands  of  the  same  treasurer. 

d.  That  such  arrangements  be  made  as  will  secure  as  far  as  pos- 
le  the  assets  of  both  funds  and  reduce  the  treasurers  bond  to  a 
minimum  amount. 

3d.  That  the  treasurer  be  allowed  a  commission  of  2)4  per  cent, 
on  all  collections  and  Z%  per  cent,  on  all  disbursements. 

GENERAL  SYNOD. 

As  the  chairman  of  the  delegation  to  General  Synod  will  doubt- 
less make  his  report  on  which  all  necessary  action  can  be  taken,  I 
merely  recommend:  That  the  union  consummated  then  be  formally 
ratified;  that  some  means  be  devised  for  bringing  about  an  organic 
union  between  our  own  congregations  and  the  congregations  of  the 
Tennessee  Synod  within  the  limit  of  our  District  Synod;  that  the 
expenses  of  the  delegates  to  General  Syncd  be  paid. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Bachman  Endowment  Fund  having  ad- 
vanced the  sum  of  $900  to  you?  Executive  Committee  to  make  final 
payment  for  church  lot  in  Augusta,  as  President  of  Synod  I  gave 
bond  to  him  for  that  amount. 

At  the  request  of  the  President  of  Newberry  College  I  gave  the 
power  of  attorney  to  Mr.  R.  L.  McCaughrin  to  settle  an  estate  one- 
third  of  which  was  bequeathed  to  the  Bachman  Endowment  Fund 
by  Mrs.  Elmore. 

Synod  should  not  fail  to  make  sufficient  appropriation  for  the 
beneficiaries  now  under  our  care. 

May  the  blessings  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  rest  upon 
your  deliberations.    "And  let  the  beauty  qf  the  Lord  our  God  be 
upon  us:  and  establish  Thou  the  work  of  our  hands  upon  us:  yea 
the  work  of  our  hands  establish  Thou  it.11

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Report  of  Delegates  to  General  Synod. 

The  following  delegates  were  present  at  Roanoke  City,  June  23d, 
1886:  Revs.  J.  Hawkins,  J.  A.  Sligh,  E.  T.  Horn,  E.  A.  Wingard 
and  L.  K.  Probst,  and  lay  delegates  Maj.  P.  E.  Wise,  J.  D.  Cappel- 
mann  and  J.  B.  O'K  Holloway. 

(1.)  The  General  Synod  was  satisfactorily  merged  into  the  United 
Evangelical  Synod  of  the  South  by  a  unanimous  vote.  The  new 
body  adopted  the  following: 

I  (2.)  Resolved,  That  the  United  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Luther- 
ln  Church  in  the  South  does  hereby  accept  all  the  archives,  re- 
Bords,  papers  and  trusts  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  General  Synod 
Bouth,  and  hereby  pledges  itself  to  carry  forward  all  the  enter- 
prises of  the  said  Evangelical  Lutheran  General  Synod,  and  to  as- 
jsume  all  its  contracts. 

F  (3.)  The  United  Synod  also  adopted  the  following  in  regard  to  the 
Augusta  Mission: 

A  memorial  from  a  committee  of  the  executive  committee  of  the 
South  Carolina  Synod  gives  a  statement  of  the  present  condition  of 
the  Mission  at  Augusta,  Ga.,  under  the  control  of  that  body,  and 
memorializes  this  body  to  receive  the  Mission  under  its  fostering 
care.    It  is  recommended  by  this  committee: 

(a.)  That  the  Mission  at  Augusta,  Ga.,  be  received  under  the  fos- 
tering care  of  this  Body. 

(&.)  That  the  Mission  at  Augusta,  Ga.,  be  referred  to  the  Board 
of  Missions  for  its  financial  aid,  and  that  said  Board  be  instructed 
to  raise  $2,500  to  assist  the  Mission  to  complete  its  church  edifice, 
said  amount  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  said  committee; 
provided,  the  Board  of  Missions,  after  full  investigation,  finds  it 
judicious  and  practicable. 

(4.)  Also  the  following  in  regard  to  Foreign  Missions: 

(a.)  That  the  Board  of  Missions  be  directed  to  pledge  this  Body 
to  the  continued  support  of  Rev.  W.  P.  Swartz,  our  Missionary  in 
India. 

(&.)  That  the  Board  of  Missions  be  directed  to  call  on  the  Church 
for  increased  offerings  to  the  cause  of  Foreign  Missions,  so  that  the 
Board  may  be  enabled  to  send  a  second  missionary  to  the  foreign 
field. 

(5.)  Resolved,  That  each  District  Synod  connected  with  this  Body 
be  requested  to  appoint  an  j^dvisory  Board  of  Missions. 

(6. )  Resolved,  That  the  District  Synods  be  requested  to  consider 
«,nd  report  upon  the  advisability  of  a  General  Visitation  of  the 
whole  Church  by  a  committee  appointed  by  this  Body,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  thoroughly  to  examine  the  state  of  the  Church  and  to 
present  to  our  people  the  general  interests  of  the  United  Synod. 

(7.)  The  sessions  of  the  General  Synod,  the  Diet  and  the  United 
Synod  were  characterized  by  warm  brotherly  love  and  an  intelli- 
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gent  appreciation  of  the  dignity  and  importance  of  the  work  before 
them. 

Your  delegation  desire  to  put  upon  record  their  very  high  appre- 
ciation of  the  kind  attention  and  cordial  hospitality  of  Bro.  Bush- 
nell  and  his  congregation.

We  recom- 
mend that  action  be  taken  by  this  Synod  directing  the  Treasurer 
what  steps  shall  be  taken  by  him  in  regard  to  them. 

2nd.  We  find  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  bonds  delivered  to  him 
by  Rev.  J.  Steck,  D.  D.,  former  Financial  Agent  of  Newberry  Col- 
lege, amounting  to  $675,  of  which  forty-five  dollars  have  been  paid. 

3d.  We  have  also  in  our  hands  the  mortgage  on  real  estate  in. 
the  city  of  Augusta,  Ga.,  given  by  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod 
of  South  Carolina  to  Godfrey  Leaphart,  Treasurer  of  Bachman 
Endowment  Fund,  for  $900,  for  money  loaned  Synod  by  said  Treas- 
urer, together  with  the  bond  of  Synod.  We  find  that  these  papers 
have  not  been  properly  probated  nor  recorded  as  required  by  law. 
We  recommend  that  the  Treasurer  be  instructed  to  have  these  mat- 
ters attended  to  at  once. 

4th.  We  respectfully  suggest  that  hereafter  the  Treasurer  in 
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making  his  Reports  give  the  dates  from  which  as  well  as  the  dates 
to  which  interest  is  calculated  on  bonds  in  said  Reports. 

5th.  The  Committee  presumes  that  the  Synod  is  satisfied  with 
its  authority  and  the  legality  of  the  loan  made  to  Synod  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Bachman  Endowment  Fund.

FOURTH  SESSION. 

Thursday,  October  14,  1886,  3  P.  M. 

Synod  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  S.  S.  Rahn. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Conferences  was  called  for 
as  the  special  order  of  business,  but  was  passed  in  the  absence 
of  that  Committee. 
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The  Report  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee 
as  amended  was  received  and  adopted. 

Eeport  of  Executive  Committee. 

At  a  meeting,  Nov.  4th,  a  petition  for  aid  from  Blythewood,  for 
want  of  funds,  was  referred  to  the  Central  Conference.   The  Au- 
gusta Mission  was  discussed,  and  Revs.  McMackin  and  Hawkins 
ere  appointed  a  committee  to  visit  Augusta  and  make  a  full  and 
nal  canvass  of  the  city,  and  report  the  prospects  of  the  Mission, 
-v.  McMackin  made  the  canvass  and  reported  favorably  at  a 
eeting  held  Dec.  11th.    At  this  meeting  steps  were  taken  to  se- 
ure  a  missionary.    A  committee  was  appointed  to  borrow,  if  pos- 
'ble,  the  necessary  funds  to  make  the  last  payment  on  the  church 
t  in  Augusta. 

At  a  meeting  held  Jan.  28th,  the  chairman  was  instructed  to  ad- 
dress a  circular  letter  to  all  the  pastors  in  the  Synod  and  request 
them  to  collect  and  forward  to  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  a  part  of 
their  assessment  by  the  Synod,  in  order  for  us  to  meet  the  last  pay- 
ment on  the  lot  in  Augusta. 

Maj.  P.  E.  Wise  was  instructed  to  present  to  the  Central  Com- 
mittee on  Missions  a  financial  statement  of  the  condition  of  the 
Augusta  Mission  and  solicit  their  aid.  Nothing,  however,  was  done. 

On  March  1st  the  chairman,  with  the  consent  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  forwarded  a  call  to  Rev.  E.  E.  Barclay,  of  Newark,  0., 
to  become  our  Missionary.  He  responded  favorably  to  the  call, 
and  accepted  our  proposition  to  pay  him  $250,  upon  the  condition 
that  the  Mission  in  Augusta  pay  him  $300  for  the  first  year's  ser- 
vice.   The  committee  have  paid  him  $100. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  committee  on  April  13th,  the  chairman  re- 
ported that  Rev.  Barclay  had  entered  upon  his  labors  and  was 
kindly  and  joyfully  received  by  the  members  of  the  Mission.  Rev. 
Barclay,  who  was  present,  made  a  full  and  satisfactory  report  of 
his  view  of  the  field,  and  asked  for  instructions  from  the  commit- 
tee. He  was  instructed  to  continue  his  work  in  and  about  Augus- 
ta, continue  the  canvass  of  the  city  fur  financial  aid,  and  not  to  go 
out  into  the  Church  at  large  until  further  instructed. 

At  this  meeting  it  was  resolved  to  ask  the  General  Synod  to  take 
charge  of  the  Mission.  This  was  done  at  Roanoke,  and  the  Mission 
was  accepted  and  the  churches  requested  to  raise  $2,500  for  the 
erection  of  a  house  of  worship. 

The  Treasurer  reported  at  a  later  meeting  that  the  last  payment 
on  the  lot  had  been  made  and  that  the  titles  to  the  lot  were  in  the 
possession  of  the  Synod.  Five  hundred  dollars  were  borrowed  from 
the  Bachman  Endowment  Fund;  the  other  funds  Were  secured 
from  assessments  forwarded  by  the  churches.  The  whole  amount 
paid  during  the  year  is  $1,547.35. 
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The  Missionary. — From  regular  reports  and  otherwise  we  are 
able  to  report  the  following  facts: 

1.  The  Missionary  has  been  untiring  and  faithful  in  the  discharge 
of  his  arduous  duties,  receiving  at  all  times  the  full  confidence  and 
hearty  co-operation  of  his  devoted  people. 

2.  With  the  consent  of  his  people  and  the  Executive  Committee 
he  has  labored  also  at  Graniteville  and  Vaucluse  with  encouraging 
success.  He  has  preached  in  Augusta  every  Sunday  morning  and 
on  alternate  Sunday  evenings  and  lectured  in  the  week.  At  Gra 
iteville  he  has  preached  on  alternate  Sunday  nights  and  on  eve 
Thursday  night.  He  also  preached  at  Vaucluse  on  the  first  Tu 
day  night  of  each  month. 

3.  He  has  received  into  the  church  in  Augusta  12  members,  an* 
at  Graniteville  9,  making  in  all  21.    He  reports  50  members  in  Au 
gusta  and  83  in  Graniteville.    The  parochial  report  will  give  a  full 
exhibit  of  his  work  for  six  months. 

4.  The  year  has  been  one  of  much  labor,  anxiety  and  hope  on  the 
part  of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  Missionary  and  his  devoted 
people,  but  our  efforts  have  not  been  in  vain,  and  we  confidently 
look  for  success.

Report  of  Committee  as  to  Change  of  Mode  of  Investing  Bachman 
Endowment  Fund. 

To  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  South  Carolina  : 

The  undersigned  Committee,  appointed  at  the  last  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Newberry  College  to  lay  before  your  hon- 
orable body  a  plan  by  which  the  present  mode  of  investing  the 
Bachman  Endowment  Fund  may  be  changed,  beg  leave  to  submit 
the  following  Report: 

The  original  bonds  given  by  the  donors  of  this  fund  require  that 
"all  investments  and  reinvestments  be  secured  by  mortgage  of  real 
estate."  In  our  opinion  there  are  two  ways  in  which  the  Treasurer 
of  this  trust  fund  could  depart  from  the  terms  and  directions  of 
the  bonds  which  create  the  trust  without  liability: 

1.  The  fund  may  be  invested  in  other  than  real  estate  securities 
by  and  with  the  express  consent  of  the  donors  of  the  fund.  As  to 
the  practicability  of  obtaining  their  consent  we  are  not  informed. 
We  are  satisfied,  however,  that  if  they  are  still  living  they  will 
readily  consent,  since  the  proposed  change  is  of  the  greatest  impor- 
tance to  Newberry  College,  the  beneficiary  of  the  trust  fund. 

2.  If  it  should  prove  impracticable  to  obtain  the  consent  of  the 
donors  of  the  fund,  the  mode  of  investment  could  be  changed  by* 
order  of  Court,  in  proceedings  instituted  for  that  purpose.  The 
College,  the  Treasurer  of  this  Fund  and  a  sufficient  number  of  the 
donors  should  be  parties  to  such  proceedings,  if  instituted,  and  it 
should  be  shown  therein  that  the  intention  of  the  donors  of  the 
fund  would  be  carried  out  and  the  welfare  of  the  College  promoted 
by  departing  from  the  mode  of  investment  prescribed  by  the  said 
bonds.

Conscientiously  believing  this  to  be  the  true  and  proper  course  to 
be  pursued  by  our  Church,  I  hereby  respectfully  recommend  for 
your  consideration  and  adoption  the  following  resolutions: 

Whereas,  An  Endowment  Fund  of  at  least  $50,000  is  necessary 
to  the  maintenance  of  our  Church  institutions  at  Newberry;  and, 

Whereas,  The  Endowment  Fund  of  these  institutions  is  now 
$30,000;  therefore, 

Resolved,  1.  That  this  Synod  proceed  at  once  to  raise  an  addi- 
tional fund  of  $20,000. 

Resolved,  2.  That  this  amount  be  apportioned  among  the  sever 
congregations  on  the  basis  of  the  present  Synodical  apportionmen 

Resolved,  3.  That  the  several  congregations  have  the  option  o 
paying  the  principal  apportioned,  or  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of 
6  per  cent,  per  annum. 

Resolved,  4.  That  congregations  may  pay  to  the  Seminary  Fund, 
the  Bachman  Endowment  Fund  or  the  Luther  Memorial  Endow- 
ment Fund  as  they  may  elect. 

Resolved,  5.  That  the  principal  shall  be  due  Jan.  1st,  1886,  and 
that  the  interest  thereon  shall  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  College 
on  or  before  Jan.  1st,  1887. 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Newberry  College. 

The  whole  number  of  students  enrolled  during  the  past  session  of 
the  College  was  77.  Of  that  number  38  were  in  the  Collegiate  De- 
partmeat,  and  three  were  graduated  and  received  the  Degree  of 
A.  B. 

On  account  of  short  crops  and  general  financial  depression,  the 
income  from  tuition  the  present  session  will,  in  all  probability,  not 
be  as  much  as  it  was  the  past  session. 

The  expenses  of  the  session  will  be:  For  salaries  guaranteed,  $4,000; 
incidentals,  $500. 

The  Board  renewed  for  one  year  the  guarantee  of  deficiency  in 
Professors'  salaries  not  exceeding  six  hundred  dollars,  and  requests 
Synod  to  make  an  appropriation  on  account  of  this  guarantee. 

Two  hundred  of  the  $600  appropriated  by  Synod  to  College  the 
past  year  has  not  been  paid  in  consequence  of  the  pressing  needs 
of  the  Augusta  Mission.  It  is  recommended  that  this  amount  be 
paid  at  once. 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Board  made  a  settlement  with 
Dr.  Steck,  as  the  Financial  Agent  of  the  College,  and  decided  that 
the  Agency  should  be  continued. 

The  settlement  with  Dr.  Steck  shows:

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Out  of  this  the  College  received  the  books,  the  unpaid  subscrip- 
tions and  $350  (three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars)  in  cash. 

Dr.  Steck's  resignation  of  the  Chair  of  History  and  Political 
Science  was  accepted. 

Dr.  Holland  was  granted  leave  of  absence  from  about  the  10th  of 
May  till  about  the  1st  of  September. 

Rev.  A.  B.  McMackin  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Board  in  the 
place  of  Capt.  Geo.  S.  Hacker,  deceased. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  we  urge  upon  Synod  the  very  great  importance 
f  investing  the  Bachman  Endowment  Fund,  as  it  shall  hereafter 
ome  into  the  Treasurer's  hands,  in  State  securities  and  bonds  and 
tocks,  and  that  Synod  be  requested  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be 

necessary  to  enable  the  Treasurer  to  change  the  present  mode  of 

investment. 

Rev.  A.  B.  McMackin  was  made  Chairman  of  a  Committee  to  re- 
port to  Synod  a  plan  for  continuing  the  Financial  Agency.  His 
Report  will  be  made  to  Synod. 

The  Rev.  Junius  B.  Fox  and  Mr.  Thos.  H.  Dreher  were  elected  to 
the  places  in  the  Faculty  made  vacant  by  the  resignations  Of  Profs. 
Welch  and  Gilbert.  Both  of  these  gentlemen  are  at  their  posts 
and  will  no  doubt  do  a  good  work  for  the  College.

man, be  appointed  to  so  alter  and  amend  the  Constitutions  of 
Synod  and  Ministerium  as  to  conform  thereto.

DISTRICT  CONFERENCES. 

1.  The  District  Conference  shall  consist  of  the  ministers  and  congre- 
gations belonging  to  this  Synod,  located  within  a  given  territory,  as 
from  time  to  time  determined  by  this  Synod.  The  Conferences  may 
associate  with  them  any  Lutheran  congregations  within  their 
bounds  which  they  may  elect. 

2.  Every  minister  belonging  to  the  Synod  residing  within  the 
bounds  of  a  Conference  shall  belong  to  the  Conference;  and  if  any 
portions  of  a  pastorate  are  not  within  the  boundary  lines  of  a  Con- 
ference District,  the  place  at  which  the  pastor  resides  shall  deter- 
mine to  which  Conference  he  and  his  pastorate  shall  belong. 

3.  Each  Conference  shall  meet  at  least  twice  in  each  year,  and  as 
much  oftener  as  circumstances  may  require;  and  one-third  of  the 
ministers  belonging  to  a  Conference,  and  any  number  of  the  lay 
delegates,  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

4.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  of  Synod,  the 
President  of  the  Conference,  or  as  may  be  otherwise  determined  by 
the  Conference  itself. 

5.  The  work  and  office  of  the  District  Conferences  shall  be  to 
give  attention  to  the  local  interests  of  the  congregations  within 
their  bounds;  to  assist  in  carrying  out  the  regulations  and  resolves 
of  the  Synod;  to  constitute  new  pastorates  and  aid  in  the  supply  Of 
vacant  congregations  with  the  means  of  grace;  to  examine  and  de- 
cide in  cases  of  discipline,  and  of  appeal  from  decisions  of  Church 
Councils;  to  consider  and  look  after  Mission  fields,  and  to  recom- 
mend to  the  Executive  Committee  points  of  importance  or  in  need 
of  aid;  to  consider  and  discuss  doctrinal,  exegetical,  pastoral  and 
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practical  questions  for  instruction  and  edification;  and  to  attend  to 
such  duties  within  their  territories  as  may  be  assigned  to  them 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Synod. 

6.  The  President  of  the  Synod  shall  have  a  seat  and  vote  in  the 
meetings  of  each  Conference,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  be  heard  on 
any  subject  engaging  its  attention. 

7.  Each  Conference  shall  elect  a  President  who  shall  preside  in  its 
meetings  and  assist  the  President  of  the  Synod  in  the  oversight  of 
the  ministers  and  congregations  within  its  bounds.  He  shall  be 
elected  annually  at  the  first  regular  meeting  after  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  Synod. 

8.  In  recommendations  to  vacant  congregations,  or  in  cases 
trouble  in  congregations  requiring  official  attention,  the  Presiden 
of  Conference  shall  give  his  assistance  and  advice,  but  he  shall  first 
confer  with  the  President  of  Synod. 

9.  The  President  of  each  Conference  shall  make  a  written  report 
of  all  his  official  acts,  with  an  abstract  of  proceedings  of  the  Con- 
ference, stating  also  the  condition  and  wants  of  the  Church  within 
its  bounds,  and  shall  transmit  the  same  to  the  President  of  Synod 
at  least  three  weeks  preceding  the  annual  meeting  of  Synod. 

10.  Each  Conference  shall  have  a  Secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  give  due  notice  of  each  and  every  meeting;  to  keep  and  pre- 
serve a  regular  and  accurate  record  of  its  proceedings,  and  bring 
the  same  to  the  annual  meeting  of  Synod. 

11.  Each  Conference  may  also  have  a  Treasurer  to  receive  and 
disburse  funds  at  its  disposal;  but  no  Conference  shall  have  control 
of  any  funds  of  the  Synod,  or  make  appropriations  from  them, 

12.  The  Conferences  shall  have  power,  with  the  consent  of  the 
congregations  concerned,  to  alter  existing  pastoral  charges,  and  to 
constitute  new  pastorates,  subject  to  approval  of  Synod;  and  no 
pastor  shall  arbitrarily  add  to  or  divide  a  pastorate,  or  give  up  the 
care  of  a  part  of  it,  without  the  approval  of  the  Conference  to 
which  it  belongs. 

14.  Appeals  from  the  disciplinary  action  of  the  Church  Councils 
shall  be  decided  by  the  Conferences  when  regularly  brought  before 
them,  with  right  of  appeal  to  Synod. 

15.  A  Conference  may  adopt  for  itself  any  rules  and  regulations 
not  in  conflict  with  the  Constitution  of  Synod;  but  all  proceedings 
of  all  the  Conferences  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  revision  by  the 
Synod. 

The  Report  was  received  and  made  the  first  order  of  to- 
morrow morning. 

Fraternal  greetings  were  received  from  Bro.  H.  S.  Wingard, 
of  the  Synod  of  Georgia,  delegate  to  this  Synod.    The  Secre- 
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tary  was  instructed  to  address  fraternal  greetings  to  that 
body.

Report  of  Committee  on  Pastoral  Districts. 

Youi?  Committee  on  Pastoral  Districts  respectfully  report  as  fol- 
lows: 

1.  A  letter  has  been  placed  in  our  hands  reporting  the  organiza- 
tion of  a  church  at  New  Brooklyn,  Lexington  County.  We  recom- 
mend that  this  letter  be  read  as  information. 

2.  We  recommend  that  St.  Peter's  Church,  Lexington  County, 
and  Orange  Chapel,  Orangeburg  County,  be  permitted  to  make 
their  own  arrangements  for  preaching  for  the  next  year. 

3.  We  recommend  that  Macedonia  and  Mt.  Pilgrim  Churches, 
and  the  churches  at  Quattlebaum's  Schoolhouse  and  O'Neall's 
Schoolhouse  in  process  of  organization,  be  recommended  to  take 
into  consideration  the  question  of  uniting  into  a  pastorate,  and  re- 
port at  the  next  meeting  of  this  body. 

4.  Trinity  Church,  Edgefield  County,  and  the  church  at  Cooper- 
ville  Academy,  Edgefield  County,  are  recommended  to  form  a  pas- 
torate and  seek  pastoral  service  from  the  Faculty  of  the  College. 

5.  We  recommend  that  Sandy  Run  Church  be  placed  in  a  pas- 
torate with  the  church  in  Orangeburg,  provided  the  same  be  ac- 
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ceptable  to  Sandy  Run  Church  and  the  Lexington  Pastorate,  and 
that  the  Secretary  of  Synod  communicate  to  the  councils  of  said 
churches  this  recommendation,  and  request  action  thereon  at  an 
early  date.

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TO  THE  MEMORY 

OP 

Rev.  John  H.  Honour,  D.  D. 

The  subject  of  this  tribute  was  born  of  pious  parents  in  the  city 
of  Charleston,  Dec.  20,  1802,  and  died  Nov.  26,  1885,  having  thus 
reached  the  advanced  age  of  nearly  83  years.  Our  brother  beloved 
and  father  in  God  received  in  his  early  youth  the  limited  education 
given  in  the  schools  of  that  day;  yet,  he  was  a  man  of  more  than 
ordinary  learning.  Having  a  fine  intellect,  he  acquired  varied  and 
extensive  knowledge  by  diligent  application  to  reading  and  study.. 
From  early  manhood  he  was  an  active,  earnest  and  faithful  worker 
in  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ.  Dr.  Honour  was  never  engaged  in 
the  regular  pastoral  work  for  any  length  of  time,  yet  he  labored 
efficiently  for  the  cause  of  Christ  as  layman,  officer  and  minister. 
At  the  close  of  the  civil  war  (1865)  he  and  the  congregation  to  which 
he  belonged  (Methodist  Protestant  Church)  united  with  the  Zion's 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  of  which  Rev.  W.  S.  Bowman  was 
pastor,  and  thus  formed  the  Wentworth  Street  Lutheran  Church. 
He  now  became  fully  and  prominently  identified  with  the  Church 
of  his  adoption.  His  fine  business  tact  and  sound  judgment  ren- 
dered him  an  invaluable  benefit  to  our  Church  in  its  work  and  en- 
terprises. 

Usefulness  and  happiness  crowned  his  long  life  of  four-score 
years.  During  this  period  he  was  ever  found  at  his  post  of  duty,, 
filling  many  places  of  honor  and  trust  in  Church  and  State.  He 
was  highly  respected  and  greatly  beloved  by  all  who  knew  him,  be- 
cause he  was  kind  in  heart,  meek,  gentle,  forbearing.  Eminent  for 
piety  and  devoted  to  the  kingdom  of  his  Lord,  he  loved  the  habita- 
tion of  His  house  and  the  place  where  His  honor  dwelleth.  But  now 
we  see  him  no  more  in  our  Conventions.  Alas!  we  miss  his  genial 
smiles,  his  cheering  words,  his  wise  and  salutary  counsel;  yet,  we- 
weep  not,  while  we  know 

The  pains  of  death  are  past; 

Labor  and  sorrow  cease; 
And  life's  long  warfare  closed  at  last, 

His  soul  is  found  in  peace. 

Soldier  of  Christ,  well  done! 

Praise  be  thy  new  employ;

The  First  Annual  Convention  of  the  Woman's  Home  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Synod  of  South  Carolina  met  at  o'clock  in  Luther  Chapel, 
Newberry,  S.  C,  and  was  called  to  order  by  the  President, 
Mrs.  P.  Robertson.  At  the  request  of  the  President,  Rev.  Dr. 
Hawkins  conducted  the  devotional  exercises,  consisting  of 
reading  and  prayer.

The  President  read  the  following  Report  : 


President's  Report. 


Dear  Sister  Workers: — It  is  with  feelings  of  pleasure  and  gratifica- 
tion that  I  greet  you  in  this  our  First  Annual  Convention.  In  Jan- 
uary, 1885,  Rev.  W.  P.  Swartz  came  into  our  midst  for  the  purpose 
of  reorganizing  Missionary  Societies,  and  of  awakening  a  more  gen- 
eral interest  in  Mission  work.  Under  appointment  to  India  from 
the  Southern  General  Synod,  he  came  filled  with  enthusiasm.  He 
was  earnest  and  hopeful  in  the  great  work  he  had  undertaken. 
Many  of  us  had  the  pleasure  of  knowing  him  personally,  and  all 
were  impressed  with  his  sincerity  and  fervency.  He  thereby  en- 
listed our  sympathies  in  himself  and  his  work.  We  were  made  to 
feel  that  there  certainly  was  a  great  work  for  us  to  do,  and  we  re- 
solved to  try. 

A  summary  of  the  work  done  by  him,  and  a  list  of  the  Societies 
formed,  will  be  found  in  the  Lutheran  Visitor  of  March  5th,  1885. 

He  was  authorized  to  appoint  an  Executive  Committee,  whose 
duty  it  would  be  to  supervise,  direct  and  in  a  manner  control  the 
Auxiliary  Societies  of  our  State. 

This  Committee  met  and  was  organized  by  him  in  Newberry,. 
S.  C,  January,  1885,  with  the  following  list  of  officers: 

President— Mrs.  J.  Steck;  Vice-Presidents— Mrs.  P.  Robertson,. 
Mrs.  T.  \V.  Holloway  and  Mrs.  Jacob  Epting;  Treasurer— Mrs.  G.  W. 
Holland;  Corresponding  Secretary— Miss  Kate  Mayer;  Recording; 
Secretary— Miss  L.  E.  McFall. 

This  Commit  tee  meets  regularly  every  three  months— the  first 
Mondays  in  January,  April,  July  and  October.  Its  officers,  with; 
the  exception  of  the  President  and  Corresponding  Secretary,  have 
not  been  changed.  Our  worthy  President,  Mrs.  Steck,  was  forced 
by  sickness  and  removal  to  resign  her  office.  She  was  earnest  and 
zealous,  and  we  were  loath  to  part  with  her.    We  felt  that  much  of

our  strength  was  gone.  Her  mantle  fell  upon  the  1st  Vice-Presi- 
dent, who  felt  very  sensitively  her  inability  to  wear  it  as  it  should 
be  worn;  but  recognizing  it  to  be  a  duty,  she  accepted  the  trust  and 
has  done  what  she  could. 

On  reviewing  our  work  for  the  past  year,  I  find  little  of  impor- 
tance to  report.  For  nearly  two  years  we  have  been  an  organized 
body,  and  what  have  we  done?  Something,  it  is  true,  but  not  our 
full  duty.  Inexperience  has  made  us  timid;  but  far  from  being  dis- 
couraged, let  us  press  on  to  better  things.  Profiting  by  the  exam- 
ple of  our  sisters  in  the  North  and  West,  let  us  take  courage  from 
their  success,  increase  our  efforts  and  press  forward,  trusting  in  the 
Master  to  help  us  and  grant  us  his  blessing.  We  must  be  up  and 
doing  if  we  would  make  progress  in  this  great  work  we  have  under- 
taken. I  am  afraid  we  do  not  fully  realize  its  importance — we  are 
too  lukewarm — we  lack  earnestness  as  well  as  confidence.  It  is 
with  feelings  of  sadness  and  regret  that  I  submit  the  following  Re- 
port: 

Out  of  23  Societies  organized,  there  are  only  8  from  which  we  re- 
ceive reports;  and  out  of  that  small  number,  only  4  report  regularly. 
Blanks  for  Quarterly  Reports  have  been  sent  to  all  the  Societies 
that  we  could  reach.  If  any  have  been  overlooked,  these  blanks 
may  be  had  by  applying  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the 
Synodical  Society.  That  the  Executive  Committee  may  act  wisely, 
we  must  have  reports  from  all  the  local  Societies.  We  beg  you, 
therefore,  to  be  more  prompt  and  diligent  in  this  matter. 

The  Report  of  our  Treasurer  will  show  that  we  have  collected 
less  this  year  than  formerly.  Why  is  this?  It  should  not  be.  It 
must  not  be!  While  others  are  going  forward,  and  the  demands 
upon  our  Mission  Boards  are  constantly  increasing,  shall  we  stand 
still,  or  worse,  go  backward?  We  should  be  one  of  the  strongest 
Societies  within  the  wide  territory  of  our  United  Synod.  If  we  do 
our  duty  faithfully  and  act  well  our  part,  God  will  abundantly 
bless  us,  and  we  need  not  fear.  "Whatsoever  thy  hand  findeth  to 
do,  do  it  with  thy  might,"  is  the  injunction  of  our  Master.  Let  us 
amend  our  ways;  let  us  be  earnest  and  methodical.  Regular  meet- 
ings, stated  contributions,  correct  records  and  prompt  reports  are 
necessary  to  success.  The  President  of  each  auxiliary  Society 
should  see  that  the  dues  are  collected  every  month,  quarterly  re- 
mittances made  to  the  Synodical  Treasurer,  and  accurate  reports  of 
all  work  regularly  and  promptly  made  to  the  Synodical  officers. 
We  mubt  have  system  to  have  success.  If  some  members  habitually 
absent  themselves  from  the  monthly  meetings,  make  a  list  of  the 
names  of  these  absentees  and  appoint  a  committee  to  call  upon  the 
delinquents.  But  let  us  remember  that  paying  our  dues  is  not  all; 
these  contributions  will  not  excuse  us  from  further  service.  We 
need  to  give  time  and  study  to  the  great  work;  we  should  labor  for 
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our  Church  at  home— its  interest  and  influence  in  the  community. 

I  have  received  one  letter  to  which  I  call  your  attention.  Recog- 
nizing the  advantages  and  benefits  to  be  derived  from  concentrated 
effort  and  united  exertions,  a  United  Convention  was  proposed  and 
resolved  upon,  and  we  were  invited  to  join  them,  or  rather  re- 
quested. Your  President  called  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  our  Synod  to  consider  this  letter  and  take  what  action 
upon  it  that  we  thought  proper.  The  meeting  was  held  in  Pros- 
perity, S.  C,  Aug.  2nd,  1886.  It  was  decided  that  we  were  not  yet 
ready  for  such  a  Convention:  that  while  we  fulJy  appreciated  the 
good  that  might  be  obtained  from  concentrated  effort  and  united 
action,  yet  at  the  same  time  we  deemed  it  inexpedient  to  enter  into 
such  a  Convention.  Resolutions  to  this  effect  were  sent  to  the 
President  of  that  Synodical  Society,  and  they  were  also  printed  in 
the  Lutheran  Visitor. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1.  I  would  recommend  that  as  a  Synodical  Society  we  take  up  some 
special  work.  By  working  for  some  special  object  we  will  enlist 
sympathy  and  excite  interest  not  only  in  our  Societies,  but  through- 
out the  Church  generally.  I  would  suggest  a  window  in  the  Mis- 
sion Church  in  Augusta,  the  cost  of  which  will  be  $50.  Or  that  we 
support  a  teacher  in  India  or  build  a  prayer-house,  either  of  which 
would  cost  about  $20  or  $25.  This  money  could  be  raised  by  extra 
contributions  or  assessments.  The  amount  would  be  small  for 
each — we  would  scarcely  feel  it.  I  leave  these  suggestions  to  your 
consideration,  earnestly  hoping  for  a  generous  response. 

2.  I  recommend,  also,  that  we  urge  upon  our  pastors  the  impor- 
tance of  our  work,  and  beg  that  they  will  give  us  their  assistance 
and  hearty  co-operation,  presenting  our  claims  more  frequently 
and  rendering  us  all  possible  aid. 

3.  That  a  programme  for  the  next  Synodical  Convention  be  pre- 
pared here  and  printed  with  our  minutes  in  the  minutes  of  Synod. 

4.  That  provision  be  made  for  this,  and  that  the  Secretary  be  in- 
structed to  prepare  the  minutes  for  the  press  and  forward  them  at 
once  to  the  Secretary  of  Synod. 

5.  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  and  submit  at  our 
next  meeting,  an  order  of  business  and  such  by-laws  pertaining  to 
the  election  of  officers  and  other  matters  as  may  be  deemed  neces- 
sary to  properly  conduct  our  Conventions. 

We  are  met  here  to  consult  together  to  devise  ways  and  means 
best  for  the  extension  and  progress  of  our  work.  Let  us  do  all 
things  "decently  and  in  order"  in  accordance  with  the  exhortation 
of  St.  Paul. 

I  herewith  resign  the  trust  committed  to  my  keeping,  and  pray 
God  that  He  will  give  us  wisdom,  judgment  and  strength  to  faith- 
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fully  perform  all  the  duties  intrusted  to  our  care,  and  grant  us  His 
blessing.
